Hamilton, Ont., June 5—The action

inces, appoints Rev. Clarence MacKin- 
non D.D., minister of Westmineter 
church, Winnipeg, to be principal of the 
college and professor of systematic the- 
ology from the first of September next 
and as Dr. MacKinnon has intimated to 
the board his willingness to accept the 
position if appcinted, the Assembly ‘n- 
etructs the Presbytery of Winnipeg to 
release him from his charge in Winnipeg 
and grant his translation to the Presby 
tery of Halifax, and inetructs the Pres 
bytery of Halifax to induct him at a 
suitable time and to place his name on 
the roll.”
